as could nut fail of a whno!e train of Hearts, To 
match theſe ouriward Gazing Charms, Neture had no 
leis richly furm{Þd her witchin,tz2 with rat (prightly 
Wir and refined Senſe, as ſpoke her Mific-i: of a 
Soul no ways unworthy ſo faira Lodging. *T': true, 
1ndeed, ſhe had a narural Pride, ard an unounded 
Ambition 3 but thoſe, as heredicary Quaithicarions, 
derived from Rechlien, and which ( whatever Faults 
elſewhere) in the preſent Eſtimate of the World 
are reputed Vertues in the fair Sex, were rather her 
Ornament than Blemiſh. 

This young Lady, the Darling of Rich!tev, (under 
the Turelage of his peculiar Care and ProteRion, 
you may imagin) had no ſplendor nor Pomp wanting 
to bear thar Porr, and render her thar Figure in the 
Court of Frarce, to the higheſt char either Beaury 
deſerved, or almoſt Vanity could wiſh.

tiomary reſpet, and more awful] Diſtance to a 
Crowned Head might be no impediment to that nearer 
Liverty, and freer Ayre and Gayety ſhe deſired in the 
Frienaſip ard Society of her ceareſt Parijatis. Our 
fair Par;aris (for fince that Name had the honour of 
a Royal Donation, we cannot give her a better) had 
her natural] Pride in no ſmall meaſure hejghtned from 
her ftandirg ſo fajr in theſe extraordinary good 
Graces of iſo Royal a Patrgneſs, as borrowing no mall

daily Court made ro her, ſo many of the Supplicati- 
ons to the Queen being addreſt to Pariſatis, ſhe looked 
gpon her ſelf as a ſmall Saint ro a Deity, enrich d 
with no common Emanations of Gloiy ( for Court 
Favourites ſhine by Refle&ion ) from ſo Divine a 
Fountain of ir. 

Wirth all theſe careſſing Smiles of Honour on her 
fide, the faireſt golden Lor of Fortune ſo proſpe- 
roully drawn, Love only has his laſt Game to play, 
which if a lucky one, muſt now give her the only re- 
maining Conſummation of Felicity. Adorers ſuch 
Fearry cannot want , for Cupid might be proud ro 
empty a whole Quiver in her Cauſe. Burt whatever 
filent Vows were paid her, in al! the random ſhor ſhe
